Israelpresses attack for third day 


By United Press International 
Israeli planes attacked Egyptian tar­ 
gets in the Gulf of Suez area for the 
third consecutive day today, maintaining 
the pace of the aerial war at its highest 
level since the 1967 Six-Day War. Israe­ 
li patrols also killed eight Arab com­ 
mandos near the Dead Sea. 
The new strike into the region where 
Israel carried out a deadly 
raid on 
Tuesday 
came 
as 
Defense Minister 
Moshe Dayan said Israel would retali­ 
ate against Arab 
terror but would not 
take actions that would lead to a resump­ 
tion of full-scale war with the Arabs. 
The air war reached a crescendo on 
Thursday when Cairo said it sent 102 


planes — one-fourth of its air force — 
against Israeli army installations in the 
occupied Sinai Desert. Israel said it 
shot down 11 of the planes in a major 
victory. 


Today a military spokesman 
in Tel 
Aviv said the jets struck Egyptian posi­ 
tions on the Suez Gulf shoreline at Ras 
Adu Darag, 
25 miles below the port 
city of Suez, and at Ras Zafarana, tar­ 
gets of the big Tuesday amphibious raid 
that killed an estimated 100 to 150Egyp­ 
tians, by Israeli count. 
The spokesman said all Israeli planes 
returned safely to base. He did not know 
how many planes made the raid. 


The spokesman said a band of 11 Arab 
commandos 
crossed the Jordan River 
into 
Israel Thursday night three miles 
north of the Dead Sea in an apparent 
effort 
to halt 
Israel’s celebration of 
Hashana, the Jewish New Year. A patrol 
killed eight and sent the other three 
fleeing he said. 


Israel officially begins Rosh Hashana 
observances for the year 5730 at sun­ 
down with prayers for peace in syna­ 
gogues throughout the country. 
Dayan’s 
statement of policy came in 
an interview with the newspaper Yedioth 
Aharonoth. 
Our strategic 
policy is not to cross 


the Suez canal and not go to Cairo, to 
defend ourselves on the Jordan River 
and not take Amman, Damascus or Bei­ 
rut,” he said. 
He said Israel would defend its bor­ 
ders by counterattacks, 
“ to hit them 
and keep hitting them.” 


Israel said Thursday’s 
aerial 
tat­ 
tles brought to 51 the number of Egyp­ 
tian plane losses since the 1967 war. 
Egypt said six Israeli planes and one 
Egyptian plane were lost Thursday and 
that heavy damage was inflicted on Is­ 
rael, a claim Israel denied. 
Another statement on the Israeli posi­ 
tion came today from Foreign Minister 


Abba Eban who said some European 
countries have shown leniency 
toward 
Arab terrorist organizations, 
thus en­ 
couraging them in carrying wit attacks 
on Israeli representatives. He referred 
to recent attacks on Israeli 
installa­ 
tions in various European cities. 


The Israeli foreign office today denied 
Cairo reports that Tuesday’s raid into 
Egypt was planned and assisted by U.S. 
Army personnel and the Central Intel­ 
ligence Agency. 
A spokesman said Egyptian 
claims 
were lies manufactured to deceive the 
Egyptian population and that Cairo made 
similar claims after the Six-Day War. 
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Kosygin 
reports 
on visit 


MOSCOW (UPI)— Premier Alexei N. 
Kosygin today met his fellow Soviet 
Communist leaders at his suburban villa 
to report on his surprise visit with 
Chinese Premier Chou En-lai, informed 
souces said. 
These sources said the ailing, 65-year- 
old premier, fatigued by his arduous and 
roundabout journey to Peking, met other 
members of the Politburo at his villa 
to discuss the first encounter with Chou 
since the abortive meeting in 1965. 
Mao Tse-tung was present at the meet­ 
ing; four years ago. 
Since then there has been no direct 
contact between the Kremlin and Peking 
leaders. 
Veteran diplomatic observers and Sov­ 
iet citizens alike this morning read with 
disbelief the astounding news of the sum­ 
mit meeting. 
Diplomats concurred it was a last 
minute arrangement. Kosygin had re­ 
turned to the Soviet Union Wednesday 
via Calcutta from Hanoi on a route 
bypassing China. He then turned back 
from Soviet Central Asia for the long 
and tiring trip to Peking. 
It was too early to assess the sig­ 
nificance of the visit. Nothing of what 
Kosygin and Chou discussed was pub­ 
licized, and there were no indication 
they came to a decision on anything. 
In the noncommital language of the 
terse official announcement here. “ They 
explained their positions frankly and had 
a mutual useful conversation.” 
Behind those words observers attempt­ 
ed to avoid a collision which appeared 
almost inevitable with the escalation of 
border incidents and warlike propaganda 
There was no anti-Chinese propaganda 
in today’s edition of Pravda but not 
much significance can be read into that 
since there are many other days when 
Soviet press does not contain material 
on China 
But a weekly, 
Za Rubezhom Life 
Abroad, which went to press at least 
two days ago, contained the usual anti- 
Chinese blast. 
Some informed Soviet sources said 
that so far there was no cause for 
optimism. 
Previous summits between 
former Premier Nikita S. Khrushchev, 
party chief Leonid I. breshnev, Kosy­ 
gin and the Chinese, from 1959 on, 
failed to hault the escalation of the 
Sino-Soviet conflict. 
Nor is there any 
reason to believe that this summer’s 
border talks ended in agreement. 
By all preliminary accounts the in­ 
itiative for the summit came from the 
Russians who asked the appearance of 
going with hat in hand to plead foi 
reason. 
Kosygin 
certainly 
carried 
the 
blessings of the 11 man Soviet Polit­ 
buro as it is doubtful that Chou could 
have met the “ revisionist” Soviet pre­ 
mier without Mao Tse-tung’s approval 
Tass said Kosygin and Chou had met 
“ by mutual agreement.” Kosygin came 
away from the previous such meeting in 
Peking in 1965 reportedly infuriated by 
the “ frigid” treatment he got.

Nixon orders more bombing 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—President Nixon 
today ordered a resumption 
of B52 
raids in South Vietnam after 
a 36- 
hour suspension. 
While Nixon was meeting with top 
military, 
diplomatic 
and intelligence 
advisers on wa>s to end the war, his 
press secretary 
Ronald Ziegler, told 
reporters the bombing suspension was 
lifted because Communist offensive ac­ 
tions had increased. 
The bombing halt, had been ordered 
by the President, in the wake of a three- 
day ceasefire 
initiated by the Commu­ 
nists because of the death of Ho Chi 
Minh, ‘to see what the other side intend­ 
ed 
to do in terms of its level of mili­ 
tary activity.” 
Zeigler said the B52 sorties were or­ 
dered 
resumed by Nixon because the 
level of enemy attacks had gone back 
to the pre-ceasefire level. 
He insisted that the suspension was 


“ not an action to signal 
a response 
from the other side” in terms of a diplo­ 
matic peace overture. 
“ We wanted to determine whether 
this ceasefire 
period had any political 
significance beyond the death of Ho,” 
Zeigler said. 
He noted that the B52 raids had been 
resumed in the war zone for 12 hours 
following the 72-hour ceasefire, before 
being halted by presidential order. 
“ We did not want to resume B52 
flights for a few days following this 
period,” said Zeigler, 
but added that 
troops were under attack and in response 
to this it was necessary following the 
end of the 72-hour period to fly B52 
sorties at one half the normal level. 
After 12 hours of half-normal 
level 
of raids, “ we did not fly B52 sorties 
for a period of 36 hours,” Zeigler said. 
“ We wanted to determine the intent 
of the other side as to the level of 


activity and give them the benefit of the 
doubt.” 
He added that “ at this time the other 
side is back to the pre-ceasefire period” 
of offensive ope rat ions. 
“ We have resumed the B52 flights,” he 
declared. 
No word was promised on the strate­ 
gy meeting. In fact, a Nixon spokesman 
told reporters in advance there would be 
no report at all after the meeting 
on 
what transpired — that the decisions 
taken 
would unfold over a period of 
weeks. 
The 
White 
House meeting 
started 
shortly before 10 a.m. EDT. Nixon plan­ 
ned to fly with his family toCampDavid, 
Md., late this afternoon to spend the 
night. Tliere was no indication there 
would be any continuation of the talks 
at the mountain retreat. 
Photographers were permitted in the 
room briefly to snap pictures just be- 


fore the doors were closed. 
Nixon summoned the top three mili­ 
tary men directly concerned with con­ 
duct of the war to the meeting, including 
the combat chief himself, Gen. Creigh­ 
ton W. Abrams. All three were resplen­ 
dent in their uniforms. TTie others are 
Gen. Earle G. Wheeler, chairman 
of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, and Adm. John 
S. McCain Jr., commander of all U.S. 
forces in the Pacific.

City won't need state 
requests park campsite water until year 2000 
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Representatives of the Lompoc Valley Chamber of Commerce today asked that 
part of the La Purisima Mission Historical State Park be set aside for overnight 
camping, during a presentation before the California Department of Parks and Re­ 
creation Commission in Santa Barbara. 
Ralph Patey, executive manager of the chamber, and Harry Crompe, chairman of 
the group’s bedtax 
committee 
appeared before the commission to point out the 
need for such a facility in the Lompoc Valley. 
It was stated that at the present, visitors to the mission, with campers, must 
leave when visiting hours close late in the afternoon, then travel no less than 25 
miles and sometimes as far as 60 miles during a bad time of the day, to find camp­ 
ing facilities. 
The Lompoc men pointed out that the park encompasses some 960 acres with only 
31 taken up by the mission complex. They said part of the rest could be used for 
overnight camping facilities located away from the actual historical portion of the 
park. 
Patey said, “ We who are advocating this additional use of the park acreage are 
just as keen on preserving the mission and its lovely pastoral setting as you (the 
commission) or any other responsible group should be. 
“With access from the west side of the park property to the mesa area and with 
appropriate signing, fencing and facility planning, this mesa can become a most 
interesting and useful campground without encroachingon the sacred historical site 
located in the valley to the east.” 
He proposed that approximately 300 acres of mesa land located west of the mis­ 
sion could best be used for a camping facility.

Portions of the city’s Workable Pro­ 
gram are included in the recently com­ 
pleted 
Housing 
Element, 
but it is a 
separate 
document 
and goes 
beyond 
the policy statement into the mechanics 
of the redevelopment effort. 
The 
“ workable” document is really 
a series 
of answers the city has for­ 
mulated to indicate the specific efforts 
that will be made to upgrade residential 
and public facilities. 
Four goals are listed by the city: 1) 
Preparation and implementation of pro- 


gram for redevelopment 
of the ma­ 
ture commercial 
areas of the city. 
2) 
Implementation 
of a stringent code 
enforcement program — This is a pre­ 
ventive program designed to arrest the 
force of blight before more drastic ac­ 


tion such as extensive rehabilitation or 
clearance becomes necessary. 3) Pre­ 
paration and implementation of Neigh­ 
borhood Development 
programs 
for 
those residential 
neighborhoods where 
blight is so extensive 
that corrective 
measures such as stringent 
code en­ 
forcement programs are inadequate to 
do the job. 
4) Preparation and imple­ 
mentation of a program to provide public 
improvements, 
facilities and services 


necessary to correct blight conditions. 
These public 
improvements 
include 
sidewalk, 
curb, 
gutter, 
street pav- 


mg, alley paving, street lighting and 
drainage systems where presently lack­ 
ing. 
A housing code 
enforcement pro- 
gram, 
part of which has been in opera­ 
tion for some years, will be used to meet 
the central goal of physically improv­ 
ing the quality of housing. 


City officials have regularly inspect­ 
ed new construction such as room addi­ 
tions and patios in the residential tracts 
developed since 1958, but have softened 
their approach in older areas where 
stringent 
enforcement 
wuid work a 
severe 
hardship. 
Despite this policy 
the city, 
according to statements in 
the Workable 
Program, has condemn, 
ed or caused to be razed, 175old dwell­ 
ings 
since 1962, 
merely by using its 
code authority. 


The 
city’s 
housing 
code enforce­ 
ment program for the next two years 
is divided into two 
parts: I) 
The 
city will cootinue its program of en­ 
forcing the housing code in the newer 
residential 
areas and the inspection 
of new 
building additions 
and modifi­ 
cations. 
2) 
The city will expand the 
scope of its housing code enforcement 
program into the 
older 
blighted and 
near-blighted areas employing federal­ 
ly assisted concentrated code enforce­ 
ment programs. 
Federal 
assistance 
is a vital part of the programs in the 
older areas. 


Details at the latter program are still 
being worked out. 
Tomorrow another installment, 
one 
dealing with other aspects of the total 
plan.

No war for 
Red China 


LONDON 
(U PI)—Communist 
China is in no position to wage 
conventional war against Rus­ 
sia now or to mount a major 
nuclear attack on the United 
States for another decade, the 
Institute for Strategic Studies 
said today. 
The institute reported in its 
latest world defense survey the 
Soviet Union has pulled even 
with the United States in the 
number of land-based intercon­ 
tinental 
ballistic 
missiles 
(ICBM). 
The 
institute 
noted 
that 
although 
China has reinforced 
its border with Russia, Peking 
is unable to produce weapons 
on a scale needed for War. 
“ Neither could Chinese-pro­ 
duced 
nuclear 
arms be 
a 
substitute for them,” it said. 
Nor is any large-scale nuclear 
capability for a major attack 
on the United States considered 
feasible for another decade, 
said 
a 
spokesman 
for the 
institute, 
a 
nonprofit 
group 
specializing 
in 
military re­ 
search. 
Peking’s nuclear development 
has been slower than expected. 
There are no reports of site 
preparations for medium-range 
missiles nor for ICBM testing. 
China’s domestic troubles in 
the past two years appear to 
have been partly responsible 
for the delay. The conclusion 
was that, for the time being, 
Peking has no adequate delive­ 
ry system, except for trying to 
drop a small atom bomb from 
a 
plane. 
The Chinese have 
material for some 100 small 
atomic bombs. 
The Russians have moved up 
six 
more 
divisions to the 
Chinese border, the report said. 
Russia has about 21 divisions in 
the Far East, including two in 
Mongolia, the institute said, 
while the Chinese have some 22 
divisions, but less effectively 
equipped.

Strait, 
the icebreaker-tanker 
Manhattan was reported mak­ 
ing progress in severe Arctic 
weather conditions today. 


Officials of the Humble Oil 
and Refining Co., a sponsor of 
the Manhattan expedition, said 
the voyage already has proved 
that commercial shipping is

through

Northwest Passage. It said the 
McClure Strait could always be 
bypassed by using the 
less 
frozen Prince of Wales Strait 
to reach northern Alaska. 


Thick-packed ice and winds 
up to gale force held the 1,002-

until the ship could batter its 
way free with the assistance of 
the Canadian icebreaker John 
A MacDonald. Crewmen

cronies rather than the civilians the U.S. 
mission preferred and pressed to the point of arm-twisting. 
Now he is under fire along the Potomac and in the press for 
refusing to go along with the Communist - proclaimed, U.S.- 
accepted cease-fire following Ho Chi Minh’s death. 
Considering the half-million men and billions of dollars the 
United States has laid on the line in Vietnam, more than ade­ 
quate grounds exist for viewing Thieu was an ingrate. But 
there is another way of looking at Saigon’s contrary course. 
Every U.S. president since this mess began, from Eisen­ 
hower through Nixon, has emphasized 
that this is a Viet-

namese 
struggle, it is their land and their future at stake. 
It is they, in the end, who must settle the conflict and live with 
the results. Our efforts, supposedly, have all along been di­ 
rected toward, first, 
preserving non-Communist 
Vietnam 
from obliteration, and then encouraging the Vietnamese to stand 
on their own feet in a continuing struggle for survival. 
We have accomplished the first and Thieu, in his way, is 
doing the second. That way may not be to our liking. But hav­ 
ing talked for a long time about “ Vietnamizing the war,” we 
are at last giving some meaning to the slogan with the with­ 
drawal of U.S. forces. 
We are scarcely in a position to slap Thieu down for begin­ 
ning to "Vietnamize” at least the direction of the war, provid­ 
ing he realizes the possible consequences —and, if not, they 
should be made unmistakably clear to him. 
We could reverse course and resume the full burden of the 
war, and as a consequence demand the right to call all plays. 
Or we can continue to scale down U.S. involvement, and let 
Saigon increasingly have its own head. But we can’t have it 
both ways. 


Let’s be sensible 


The early ballyhoo over the tax reform 
bill recently passed by the House of Rep­ 
resentatives and now under study by the 
Senate, is slowly dwindling. 
It was inevitable. 
The bill called for good tax cuts for 
all the so-called ‘‘forgotten Americans” 
in the lower income brackets. And it 
called for increased taxes from higher 
income 
persons 
previously getting 
around taxes through ridiculous loop­ 
holes 
There’s one major problem with the 
whole thing. Tlie extra $5.2 billion being 
added through the new ¡)roposal does 
not quite match the $9.3 billion in pro­ 
posed cuts. 
Now 
you 
know, 
‘‘forgotten 
Am­ 
ericans” , our government officials can’t 
let anything like that become law. 
If tax revenue l>ecame less th.in it is 
now, elected officials would have to 
take drastic steps as eliminating non- 
essential programs, revising outdated 
systems, cutting back on suptu flous per- 
soimel and, as a last resort, reducing 
their own extravagant salaries and ex­ 
pense accounts. 
There are a few other problems with 
the tax reform, most not highly public­ 
ized as yet, that will only l>oomeraug 
on property owners and raise property 
taxes. 
This 
is 
something 
we 
HOPE our 
government officials won’t let happen— 
but can't be too sure. 
So, before its all over with, you can 
bet there will be no tax cuts for we 
‘‘forgotten Americans” . As a matter 
of fact, if the present tax surcharge is 
removed— ever— it’ll l»e a surprise. 
Just like so many programs employed 
by federal and state governments, the 
present taxing system is outdated and 
highly inadequate. 
State 
Senator 
Robert Lagomarsino 
commented here one afternoon that the 
fact that federal income, state income 


or franchise, property and sales tax 
programs were all originated and are 
operated independent of each other makes 
the whole situation inadequate. 


It seems only reasonable then, that he, 
and others in similar elected positions, 
should go to work to create an adequate, 
interrelated taxing 
system that will 
e(iualize reasonable income, property, 
sales and other taxes for all. 
A taxing system that would bring a 
state an excess of $80 millicHi a year, 
as recently reported in Sacramento, 
is not exactly in keeping with official 
pledges to cut costs and to cut taxes. 
With this excess these officials ex­ 
citedly went on a spending spree and 
allocated higher spending in areas that 
the majority had already felt it was 
possible to cut back on. This, rather 
than returning the money to the pockets 
of the taxpayer 
In the overhauling of the complete 
tax system, which it is hoiied 
Mr. 


Lagomarsino 
will soon 
instigate, 
it 
seems only reasonable that this silly 
business of income tax refunds by the 
federal government be done away with. 
Can you imagine the millions of dol­ 
lars that will be saved with the elimina­ 
tion of salaries, computers and buildings 
that are used for the sole purpose 
of tabulating income tax returns, re­ 
vising refund figures and making out 
checks ranging anywhere from a few 
cents to a few hundred dollars in re­ 
funds. 
All that would be needed is a pre­ 
arranged tax schedule for use 
by 
employers that already takes into con­ 
sideration specific exemptions for mem­ 
bers of family, medical expenses, dona­ 
tions, other taxes, interest payments and 
so forth. 
When the employer subtracts the tax 
from the employe’s paycheck, 
that’s 
it. 
The government 
knows what it’s 
getting and the taxpayer knows how much 
bleeding it takes.

The death of Ho 
Chi 
Minh 
is judged in all the assess­ 
ments as a grave blow to Hanoi. He was 
father figure who, in the ordeal of 30 
years of war 
and occupation, stood 
for the independence of the Vietnamese 
people. However incapacitated he may 
have been in recent months, there is no 
substitute. 
But 
it 
is 
also 
very likely to be a 
blow to the hope of 
peace by negotiation. 
Ho alone had the au­ 
thority 
to 
put 
the 
stamp of approval on 
a 
compromise 
set­ 
tlement 
which might 
have ended the blood­ 
letting and have made 
eventual 
American 
withdrawal 
possible. 
His heirs have nothing like his unifying 
force or his authoritarian voice. 
For Ho’s death in the midst of a still 
inconclusive war, 
taking such a hide­ 
ous toll in misery and suffering, is the 
final grim irony. This reporter has a 
vivid memory of a talk with India’s Prime 
Minister 
Jawaharlal Nehru in 
1951. 
This was as the guerrilla tactic in the 
jungles of Indochina had begun to tell 
heavily against the French colonial army. 
At the end of World War n Ho had en­ 
tered into long and painstaking nego­ 
tiation in Paris 
for the independence 
of the Democratic Republic of Vietnam, 
which was 
his creation. 
After many 
believed he had obtained 
insuring his role in an in­ 
nation 
in which 
French 
interests 
would be re­ 
spected. 
Returning home, he stopped 
in New Delhi for a meeting with Nehru. 
Ho told the Indian leader he was con­ 
fident the agreement was workable. As 
Nehru 
reported 
their conversation. 
Ho envisaged 
a form 
of Socialist 
gradualism 
that would mean live-and- 
let-live in the developing nation. 
This may have been a naive view. 
Nehru 
tended to look at Communism 
through his own rose-colored glasses. 
There was, however, at least the hope 
that the conservatism 
of the Vietna­ 
mese 
peasant 
and the centuries-old 
tradition of resistance to the external 
enemy would restrain Ho’s doctrinaire 
Communism. 
Watching from afar with 
dread for the consequences in all of 
Asia, Nehru saw this hope vanishing in a 
savage colonial war. 
The experiment died aborning. The 
French 
colonials, backed by the mili­ 
tary, vetoed the grant of independence, 
if indeed it had been that, 
by Paris. 
Ho, as the leader of the guerrilla army, 
constantly Invoked the nationalism of 
the Vietnamese people. 
The 
French, 
propping up Bao Dai, 
the puppet emperor who had no pop­ 
ular following, fought the war with for­ 
eign legionnaires, officered by the grad­ 
uating classes out of St. Cyr, 
sacri­ 
ficed in a hopeless conflict. 
This was the first great error, origi­ 
nal 
sin. It has been compounded again 
and again in the long, agonizing ordeal 
costing to date 
38,000 American lives 
and at least $100 billion In American 
treasure. 
The first 
compounding of the error 
has been for this observer the most 
difficult to understand. The United States 
set out to give the French blank-check 
backing for that colonial war. One rea­ 
son, of course, was the woefully defi­ 
cient diplomatic reporting from Amer­ 
ica’s representatives in Saigon. They 
simply took the optimistic 
French re­ 


ports and gilded them with diplomatic 
verbiage. 
In the first years of the Eisenhower 
Administration 
Washington was pour­ 
ing $800 million a year into the French 
treasury to underwrite the cost of the 
war and sustain the franc. In the never- 
never-land 
rhetoric of the day Vietnam 
was a bastion of the free world against 
Communism. 
As the French fell at Di- 
enbienphu, 
armed intervention by the 
United 
States 
hung narrowly in the 
balance, with the then vice-president, 
Richard M. Nixon, hinting at the need 
to send in American 
ground troops. 
President Eisenhower’s 
cooler judg­ 
ment prevailed. 


The compounding of the initial error 
continued after the country was parti­ 
tioned in 1954 between north and south. 
A country tribal and feudal in nature 
was to be converted into a western- 
style Democracy and provided with a 
stout army as a contribution to the con­ 
tainment of Chinese Communism. One 
by one the steps were taken in a Via 


Dolorosa 
leading up to the present 
impasse. 
President Kennedy, 
sanctioning the 
sending in 1961 
of 10,000 armed “ ad­ 
visers” authorized to fire at the enemy, 
took one of the critical 
steps. Lyndon 
Johnson was the grievous compound­ 
er, 
building up the American preence 
to an extent that overwhelmed Vietnam 
with an Americanized war. 
The hopeful 
interpretation is that 
Ho’s 
death open a conviction path to 
negotiation in the Paris Peace Talks. 
But two formidable 
obstacles 
stand 
in the way. One is the conviction un­ 
derscored in Ambassador 
Ellsworth 
Bunker’s dispatches that Nguyen Van 
Thieu 
can achieve 
unity and political 
stability in South Vietnam. 
The other 
is the 
persistent 
warning of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff against any speedier with­ 
drawal 
of American Troops. Short of 
boldly confronting these two obstacles, 
and that is not in the cards, there is no 
exit from Vietnam.
